ANNUAL ADDRESS 


Edmonton, Jan. 18.—Reminding. the 
agrarians that 
greatest industry in the province, His

A successful and prosperous agricul- 
tural community was the greatest as- 
set an industrial community could 
have, he said, 

Practitally the whole of the morn- 
ing session was occupied in hearing 
the annual address of President H. W. 
Wood, which this year was printed 
in pamphlet form and_ distributed 
among the delegates an dothers at- 
tending the convention. At frequent 
intervals his remarks wer punctuated 
with applause,

Few Argenine Farmers

Winnipeg, Jan. 17.—Wighty per cent 
of the farmers of the Argentine own 
no land, and have therefore little or 
no standing with the banks and in a 
country which is primarily agricultur:

FEW RESOLUTIONS

U.F. A. THIS YEAR 


The number of resolutions to come 
yefore the annual convention of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, which 
opened in Edmonton on Tuesday, will 
probably form a record in that never 
so few have been presented at any 
former convention. It is expected 
that the business will be much facili- 
tated accordingly. : 

From what intormation can be guar- 
nered at this date nothing of a startl- 
ing nature is included, The farmers 
will be asked to re-affirm the prin- 
ciple that U.F.A. federal members re- 
tain their identity in the house — of 
commons, not amalgamating with any 
other group not organized as they are 
for political action as enunciated last 
year, Further strenuous efforts to 
advance the cause of cooperative mar: 
keting by education will be stressed 
in other resolutions, Another reso- 
lution will hold) that the Dominion 
severnment should not spend any 
more money than at present “in pre- 
parations for war"; another will com- 
ain that Alberta is not adequately 
represented on the Grain Standards 
board and that a fair sample of the 
commercial grades of Alberta wheat 
is not obtained by that board. An- 
other will ask for the abolition of the 
senate, 

Ags advocated by U.I.A. members 
during the last federal election cam- 
paign, a resolution will be put before 
the convention asking the delegates 
to affirm the principle that the assent 
of the majority of the members of the 
house of commons should be obtained 
by a prime minister before obtaining 
dissolution. 


A change in the constitution of the 
U.F.A. is asked by one local in order 
to bring about the desired results of 
cooperation. A central bank controll- 
ed by and in the interests of the peo- 
ple of Canada is suggested in another.

Edmonton, Jan. 18—H. EB. G. H. 
Scholefield, vice president of the U.

WHEAT POOL TO. ADD 
100 ELEVATORS TO 
ITS ALBERTA STRING 


Calgary, Jan. 17.—The Alberta 
Wheat Pool will build or acquire a 
minimum of 100 country grain eleva- 
tors this year at a cost of approxi- 
mately $1,250,000, it was officially an- 
nounced at the offices of the pool on 
Saturday morning. At present the Al- 
berta pool has 42 country elevators in 
operation, and before next harvest the 
total will be at least 142, 


The board of directors are consid- 
ering the points at which the new ele- 
vators will be constructed. It will, 
however, be impossible for the pool 
to locate elevators at every point 
where pool members have requested 
one, It was stated that in every in- 
stance the best interests of the pool 
will be considered. 

The steps being taken by the board 
are in accordance with the following 
resolution passed at the annual meet- 
ing of the pool delegates held last 
summer: 

“Whereas, we believe that the 
pool cannot function efficiently with- 
out owning its own elevator facilities, 
therefore, be it resolved, that- we re- 
quest the annual convention to take 
steps to acquire such facilities as soon 
as possible.” 

From what may be gathered from 
unofficial sources, it is the intention 
of the directors of the pool to build 
quite a number of the elevators rather 
than purchasing those in operation at 
various points. It is stated that with 
142 elevators at its disposal, the pool 
will be in an extremely strong posi- 
tion to handle the wheat crop this 
year, 


CANADIAN GRAIN ACT 
SECTION HELD INVALID 


Another section of the Canadian 
Grain Act passed by the house of 
commons in 1925 which lays down a 
specific form of contract for the pur- 
chase of grain by licensed dealers, 
has been held ultra vires of the par- 
Hament of Canada by a judgment of ’ 
the appeel court of Alberta. The judg- 
mont is written by Chief Justice Har- 
vey and concurred in by Mr. Justices 
Beck, Hyndman and Mitehell. 

‘The ceclsion arises: out of a damage 


action’ for“non-delivery brought in the 


district court before His Honor Judge 
Lees by Henry M. Trimble of Lacombe 
against Roy Capling, farmer, of Po- 
noka, and an award of 20 cents a 
bushel on the 1290 bushels contract: 
ed for is made, 

Trimble held a track buyers’ Hi- 
cense from the Canada Grain board, 
bul the defence contended that as he 
did not have a primary grain dealers’ 
license he could not sue for damages, 


Judge Lees held that such a Heense 
is not required; that section of the 
act having been held ultra vires by 
the decision of the Saskatchewan 
courts in the Saskatchewan Coopera- 
live vs Zurowski and this is upheld 
by the appeal court of Alberta. 

The appellate division here goes 
further and agreeing with the spirit 
of the finding of the Manitoba appeal 
court in Rex ve Manitoba Grain Co., 
and with the principle decided by the 
supreme court of Canada in Rex ys 
Mastern Terminal Elevator, haye held 
this provision covering contract forms 
is not binding on traders who do not 
come under that requirement, by de- 
cision of the other appeal courts, 

Judge Lees had held that lack of 
full shipping instructions was cause 
enough for Capling to break the con- 
tract elsewhere, dismissing the ac- 
tion on that ground. His finding has 
how been reversed. 

The appeal had been argued in Kd- 
monton two months ago, but the mat- 
ter had been held in abeyance so 
that the attorney general of Canada 
might be represented, but no appear- 
ance being made, the judgment has 
now been handed down. H.R. Milner 
K.C., argued the appeal for Trimble 
while A. Beaumont, Ponoka, appeared 
for Capling,

Over 
sand and desert stones,under the Af- 
rican sun, and with the much heavier 
kit of the legionary (which includes 
tent-canvas, firewood, a blanket and 
a spare uniform) fhey were infinately 
more so. 

On one occasion we took a stroll of 
five hundred miles, marching continu- 
ously at thirty miles a day, as the Col- 
one] thought we wanted “airing.” 

In addition to these marches, we 
had admirable training in skirmishing 
and scouting, plenty of company and 
battalion drill, first-aid, field engin- 
cering, varied rifle range work, and 
the theory of infantry warfare. 


By the time we three felt ourselves 
old soldiers, we also began to feel we 
were stagnating mentally, and becom- 
ing mechanical, bored and stale. The 
night after night strolling about Sid!- 
bel-Abbes was not good enough, and 
our brains were demanding exercise.

The following is taken from the Cal- 
gary Herald and refers to statements 
made by Mr. C. O. Smith, editor of 
The Herald in an address before the 
foreign trade bureau of the Vancon-

Mr. Smith selected as the title for 
his address “British Columbia and 
Alberta; a Self-Contained Empire.” 
He devoted the major portion of his 
time to describing the natural re- 
sources of Alberta. 

“T thought then—and I think it is a 
fitting simile—that Vancouver stands 
like a young man facing the future, 
with the light of the uprising sun shin- 
ing upon his forehead, a vision of viril- 
ity, hope, confidence and infinite pro- 
mise of great achievement.” 

“This vast extent of territory is cen- 
tred upon the Rocky Mountains, our 
common yet so magnificiently uncom- 
mon, playground, the whole forming 
an empire self-contained and capable 
of supplying the needs of the nations.” 

“You are accustomed to the remark 
that British Columbia is the richest of 
the Canadian provinces and without 
question it is very rich in natural re- 
gources, yet I would draw to your at-

ARTICLE No. 9 


The bidding in auction is undoubted- 
ly more important than the play, but 
the difference is not great enough fora 
player to feel that he has mastered the 
game when he has mastered the bid- 
ding. The play of the hands will always 
be important both from an offensive 
standpoint (the winning of the games), 
and from a defensive standpoint (the 
saving of games), The offensive play is 
important when playing with the dum- 
my and it is really remarkable how 
many players fail to make the most of 
their opportunities. Defensive play, is 
always more difficult than offensive 
play because you cannot know definite- 
ly what your partner holds. When play- 
ing with the dummy, however, a player 
has twenty-six cards with which to get 
the best results. There is no guess work 
connected with it so that if'a mistake 
is made, it is duc to fauity use of known 
materials, The following hands illustrate 
two important principles of dummy 
play and should be carefully noted.

STATIC CAN SET YOUR 


(By Erwin Greer) 

Statice was in evidence long before 
the birth of the radio. And wherever 
there is friction--there is static. 
Brushing of the cat on a cold night 
fo produce spark proves that, as 
does your halr when you run a rub- 
ber comb through it. And because 
of statle all gasoline trucks trail a 
chain, And beeause of gasoline sta- 
tle sparks cause fearful fires and ex. 
plosions, 

Gasoline rushing through a hose at 
a gasoline filling station generates 
static, which passes through — the 
metal parts of the automobile, where 
Mt is stored up because the rubber 
fires insulate the automobile from 
the ground. ‘Touching the car with 
any conduetor of electricity will cause 
the static to be discharged, The hand 
of the attendant at the filing station 
or the hose nozzle as it is: withdrawn 
from the gas tank may supply such a 
conductor, Many fires and) explos- 
jons have occurred under these con- 
ditions, Former aceldents of this 
kind were attributed to the baekfire 
of the motors, but those who have 
studied ft are certain that the cause 
was static, 


Static generated by the rubbing of 
wk garmonts In the cloaning estab. 
Hshmonts has been known to cause 
damaging fires. Gasoline — dealers 
draw off static charges from thelr 
trucks by supplying thom with motal 
chains which trail on the ground and 
convey any statle generated to the 
earth. 

Static is described as Ughtatng. in 
miniature, and, Uke lyghtning, hurls 
ith spurk at unexpected times and 
places, So no speelfic reason ean bo 
offered as a Bafeguard against its 
danger. Yet. the average car owner 
Will do well to observe an few roneral 
precautions: 

Don't allow uncovered gasoline to 
atind: where sparks—from statie or 
other causes may fenite the times. 

Guard against the spilling of paso 
Vine in your home or RLraAge. Its 
fumes are heavier than alr oand are 
not carried off by the ordinary elreu 
Jation of the atmosphere, 

Carefully ventilate any Inclosed 
place where gasoline fumes have boon 
allowed to encapo.

It is.expected that over 
20 teams will be entered for the

Christmas tree shipments from 
Quebec to the United States ran to 
450,000 over Canadian Pacific lines 
last year, and present expectation is 
that this number will be equalled at 
least this year.

minion Geological:Survey. 


Christmas travel over the Cana- 
dian Pacific routes to the Old Coun- 
try has been heavier this year than 
ever before. experienced. Special 
trains have been run from Winnipeg 
cirectly to the ship’s side at Saint 
John, N.B. The westerners credit 
this heavy movement to England 
for Christmas to the excellent con- 
ditions that prevail throughout the 
west, 


The hundred settler families from 
the British Isles brought out by the 
Scottish Immigrant Aid Society to 
form the Clan Donald Colony are 
doing splendidly, according to a 
field supervisor’s report just sub- 
mitted. When they landed at their 
destination they found farms, 
houses, barns and equipment ready 
so that no time was lost in pre- 
Jiminaries, 


Turkish tobacco, grown in Al- 
berta, is better than that grown in 
Turkey or Greece, according to a 
Mr. Baker here, who grew 1,000 
pounds as an experiment this season. 
He plotted out three-quarters of an 
acre to ten varieties of tobacco seed. 
The crop was harvested ripe before 
the coming of frost, and of the ten 
varieties Turkish, White Barley and 
Orinoco thrived best.

000 barrels,

over all others. 


“There is better hunting today in
